OF DEAD MAN DECLARE 


Wife Had Left Him to 
Check Heavy Drinking; 
Crowd Witnesses Fatal 
Drop. 


M. A. Dean, 35, a telegraph opera- 
tor of Capitol avenue crashed to the 
sidewalk from a seventh story window 
of the Austell building early Saturday 
night and died an hour later at the 
Grady hospital. A coroner’s inquest 
will be held, prebably today. 

The tragedy occurred when the Sat- 
urday night rush of shoppers was at 
its height and within a few moments 
the bleeding and prostrate body of the 
man was encircled by a big crowd of 
curious passers by. 

In his fall, Dean struck a cross 
wire to which the trolley wires are 
anchored, causing a huge flame to il- 
lumine the street with a blue sheet 
of light. 

Dean either jumped or fell from his 
own office window, which is located 
on the seventh floor of the Austell 
building. Occupants of other offices 
on the same floor declared that Dean 
was in @ jovial mood all evening and 
that he wag joking and laughing when 
he went to his own room. 

He had been drinking during the 
evening it was stated and said that he 
wanted to get a breath of fresh air 
and wanted to sit in the open win- 
dow of his own room,» 

Telegraph Operator. 

J. W. Jones, who has an office at 
804 Austell building, left Dean at 7 
o’clock. He was then alone, according 
to Mr. Jones, Later, however, Jones 
was about the hall of the seventh floor 
and looked in at several of the of- 
fices, 

He operates a service for relaying 
quotations of the cotton trade from 
New Orleans to New York. 

According to D. P. Posser, an old 
acquaintance of Dean, the latter came 
tu the Auburn hotel on Friday night 
and took a room there. He told Pos- 
ser at the time that he had closed up 
his apartment on Capitol avenue and 
that his wife had left the city with 
her little girl for a visit to her par- 
ents in Spartanburg, S. C- 

Mrs. Dean, however, had not left 
the city and was found at 537 Wash- 
nyton street. She was in the city 
wchen the accident occurred. Two 
days ago she rented an apartment at 
537 Washington street. 

Wife Is Prostrated. 

When a Constitution reporter called 
at her new address Saturday night 
sbe had just received news from 
Grady hospital that her husband had 
died. She was prostrated with grief 
and eould hardly answer questions 
put to her. 

She had told members of the house- 
hold at 537 Washington street that 
she had left her husband for a few 
days beeause he had been drinking 
so heavily. . She thought that leav- 
ing him for a time would straighten 
kim up. She discounted any suicide 


theory and stated that there were no 
financial troubles in connection with 
her husband's business.

Tucker Bill, Duplicate of 

‘New York Repealer, 
Made Subject of State 
Legislative Struggle. 


Chicago, June 2.—-Three middle- 
western states have taken heart from 
Governor Smith's signing of the New 
York state dry repealer and may 
make the question of prohibition an 
issue, 

The states are Minnesota, Illinois 
and Wisconsin. | 

That repeal of the state prohibition 
enforcement law will be a major .issue 
in the Illinois 1924 primary and elec- 
tion was declared Saturday night by 
Scott MeBride, superintendent of the 
local Anti-Saloon league. 

McBride said the league is mobil- 
izing to fight a campaign by the as- 
sociation against the prohibition 
amendment to obtain sufficient wet 
legislators to put a repealer through 
the legislature similar to the one 
signed by Al Smith. 

The  Anti-Prolhibition association 
plans to place speakers in the field 
in every Illinois county during the 
1924 campaign,. MeBride asserted. 

Battle lines are being drawn in 
Wisconsin for the repeal of the state 
dry law. ‘The fight will take place 
Tuesday when the legislature votes 
on the ‘Tucker bill, which was modeled 
after the New York repeal measure, 

The Smith attitude will be made 
an issue in Minnesota if Ernest Lun- 
deen, former congressman and now 
“wet” enndidate for the republican 
nomination for United States senator, 
can bring it about.

against $13,178,765 authorized in 
1921. These later figures include both 
the speculative and class “C” securi- 
ties which the commission licensed 
on its own investigation. 

Discusses Blackboards. 

Regarding its attitude towards deal- 
ers in securities operating with black- 
boards, three of which have been li- 
censed this year after a careful inves- 
tigation, the commission says: | 

“The policy of the commission as 
to applicant dealers, where evidence 
indicating a violation of the bucket 
shop law is brought to our attention, 
is not to be regarded as changed 
by the issuance of a license to Dore- 
mus, Daniel & company. The com- 
mission will not knowingly license a 
dealer who is violating any penal 
statute of the state nor will it license 
a dealer using a blackboard for pub- 
lishing -quotations of securities until 
conclusive proof has been submitted 
that the blackboard is not being used 
for illegal purposes.” 

The report describes the watchful- 
ness exercised over the new enterprises 
licensed as follows: 

“The commission follows with al- 
most a paternal interest the course of 
enterprises which it sees launched into 
life. As has already been suggested, 
there appears to be a marked decrease 
in the rate of mortality among our. 
licensed issuers since the commission 
began to function in September, 1920. 
A great part of this betterment is due, 
of course, to more stable industrial 
conditions, but a portion at any rate 
must be attributed to our added ex- 
perience and the greater precaution 
which we now take in authorizing the 
sale of securities. 

Few Subscribers Lose. 
“Of the sixty-six companies licensed 

1921, twenty-nine are known to 
be still in business. A large percent- 
age of the defunct companies never 
sold any stock and in ony two or- three 
cases did the subscribers lose money. 
The mortality pate was greatest, by 
far, among oil promoting companies, 
nearly all of which came over from 
the old law, having availed themselves 
of the privilege of renewing their 
licenses under section 29. 

“The mortality rate has been least 
among domestic small loan companies. 
In fact all of these seem to be alive 
and very few complaints have been 
heard from their stockholders. Of the 
G7 issuers licensed in 1922, 47 are 
known to be still in business. All of 
these have not passed the promotion 
but most of them appear to 
have fair prospects of survival.” 

The commission recommends a 
change of the corporation law so as 
to permit the issue of no par value 


stock, reports to be made to some state | 
department, the state treasurer, comyjr | 
troller-general or the securities commis- | 
sion by county and municipal officials | 
offering bonds and a revision of the | 
law governing building and loan asso- |

“As a matter of fact we were able 
to give the bones a better burial than 
they originally had,” he said. “We 
hoped to find the coffin of Pocahontas 
the first thing, but instead came 
across a big collection of tin cans, 
bottles and other rubbish. We 
dug from the grave the bones of pigs, 
sheep, an ox, a dog, a cat and a rab- 
bit. ' 

“Finally we came to human bones.

Athens, Ga., June 2.—Dade coun- 
ty, alone, of the 160 in Georgia is 
without representation at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia this year, according to 
a statement carried in the Alumni 
Ktecord, showing the number of stu- 
from each county, indicating 
the degree of service of the univer- 
sity to the state and urging that the 
legislature be liberal in its appropria- 


| tions to the institution. 


Clarke county, with 4837, claims the 
greatest representution at the univer- 
sity; Fulton ranking second with 183, 
and Chatham third with 81. Echols 
county ranks next to Dade, hayine 
only one representative. With the 
exception of that county, however, the 
lower tier of Georgia counties is well 
represented, Decatur having 1s, 
Grady, 20; Thomas, 42; Brooks, 23: 
Lowndes, 27; Clinch, four; Charlton, 
four, and Camden, nine. And, with 
the exception of Dade, the extreme 
northern tier of counties also claims 
a good representation at the institu- 
tion, Catoosa having the smallest 
nuinber of students with four. Whit- 
field, with 25, claims the largest rep- 
resentation.

Henry Ford is also prepared to 
take advantage of the railroad issue. 
His experience with the Detroit, To- 
iedo & Tronton railroad will speak 
fo. itself. Ford took this road when 
it was almost junk and has placed 
it on a paving basis.

Commissioner James A. Perry, of 
the Georgia public service commission,

what sensational letter to Ernest 
Camp, editor of The Walton Tribune, 
of Monroe, Ga., concerning the new 
schedule of state freight rates which 
went into effect by order of the com- 
mission on May 1. 


Editor Camp assailed the new rate! arranged for in many 


sheet in an editorial, declaring the 
schedule of rates to be “prohibitive.” 
He protested against the new schedule, 


(expressing amazement that it should 
i 

|}have been put into effect by volun- 
(tary action of the public service com- 


mission. 

Commissioner Perry replies with a 
statement of the situation from the 
standpoint of the commission, and in- 


|cidentally he raps the railroads for 
what he charges to be an effort on 


their part to make it appear to the 


| shippers that the railroads were forced 
| to put inthese new rates by the Geor- | 
gia 


public service commission, con- 
veying, as Commissioner Perry infers, 
the idea that the railroads were op- 
posed to the rate changes ordered by 
the commission. 

Charged Attack. 

He charges that the railroads 
through their local agents are carry- 
ing on™ “an insidious and deceptive 
attack” on these same rates. 


Mr. Perry points out that prior to 
May 1, Monroe enjoyed freight rates 
which, in comparison with other points 
in contiguous or competitive terri- 
tory, constituted an unfair preference. 
He cites figures to show that the rate 
from Atlanta to Monroe, a distance of 
61 miles, was formerly 47 cents, on 
firstclass freight, while the rate for the 
same classification from Atlanta to 
3ogart, a distance of 63 miles, was 
cents; from Atlanta to Gaines- 
a distance of 53 miles, was 
cents; from Atlanta to Win- 
der, a distance of 51 miles, was 53 
cents; from Atlanta to Loganville, a 
distance of 44 miles, was 501-2 cents, 
and from Atlanta to Lawrenceville, 
a distance of 34 miles, was 47 cents. 

Under a new rate scale, which went 
into effect May 1, the rates for these 
same hauls, for first class freight, 
are given as follows: 

Atlanta to Monroe, 61 miles, 60 
cents; Atlanta to Bogart, 63 miles, 
GO cents: Atlanta to Gainesville, DO 
miles, 56 cents; Atlanta to Winder, 
51 miles, 56 cents; Atlanta to Logan- 
ville, 44 miles, 51 cents; Atlanta to 
Lawrenceville, 34 miles, 49 cents.

That the migration of the southern 
negro has actually become a serious 
problem to many New England com- 
munities is nowa recognized fact. The 
recent statement issued by Governor 
McLeod, of South Carolina, has re 
ceived widespread circulation in this 
section. Never before has the posi- 
tion of the New {f*ngland states re!a- 
tive to the’ negro question, especially 
the southern negro, been so ably pre 
sented. 

Concur With Statement. 

Municipal authorities of New Eng- 
land, industrial chiefs and the’ wress 
concur with Governor McLeod in the 
statement “That it is well for thought- 
ful colored people to, bear in mind that 
the exodus of the negro from the 
south is by no means entirely the 
southern white man’s problem. He 
can, of course, in time recover, and

will, 


“It is primarily the problem of the 
negro. He goes to a new home, dif- 
ferent occupation, different climate 
different surroundings, and must find 
his way among another entirely dif- 
ferent class of white people than 
those among whom he has been ac- 
customed to live.’’ 

According to the labor departments 
of the several commonwealths, fully 
40 per cent of the many thousands of 
negroes who have arrived here from 
the south this year are now unem- 
ployed, and dependent upon charitable 
organizations, 

Race Prejudice. 

As pointed out by the South Caro- 
lina executive, race prejudice prevails 
in New England.

Under 
the existing circumstances, the atti- 
tude of the latter is neither surprising 
nor unexpected, s 

Governor McLeod hit upon the ex- 
isting New England situation when 
he declared that the southern negro 
is wanted here only as @ laborer 


and is not welcome ‘by other than 
those in whose employment he goes.

Some Incroases Inevitable. 
As above stated, carrying out the pur- 
pose the commission had in mind, some 
increases were inevitable, yet compared to 
number, the points receiving increases are 
negligible, aa compared to the number of 
points receiving decreases. 
Therefore, wherever increases became 
necessary, it was only due to the fact that 
such point had previously enjoyed a pref- 
erence and such increase simply puts such 
increased points on an equal basis with 
ether points similarly situated. In no case 
were increases made as a means of adding 
revenue to the carrier, but was done solely 
for the purpose of doing away with long- 
standing preferences. 

This commission, as early as 1911, gave 

its approval to the present class rate struc- 
ture in Georgia, condemning the base point 
system, stating at the time as follows: 
“The base point system is wrong in prin- 
ciple. The duty of removing unjust dis- 
ctimination is mandatory. This commiésion 
has no right or power to permit or per- 
petuate it.” 
In revising the class rate scale in Geor- 
gia so that all points in Georgia on the 
same class raijroad for the same distance 
would receive the same rate as per its or- 
der of Mar 1923, it Hecame necessary, 
carrying out this idea of unifermity and 
equality, to change its classification, end 
for this reason southern classification was 
adopted. Withovt adopting southern clas- 
sification to a degree discrimination would 
have still existed, ‘potwithstanding the 
class rate omer, in so far as it deals with 
the measure of the rates.

British Cotton 
TradeDepression 


Shows No Gain 


Increased Cost of Production 
and Lessening Buying 
Power Major Factors. 


London, June 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—The unparalleled de- 
pression in the cotton trade shows no 
signs of improvement, says the month- 
ly summary of business conditions is- 
sued by the American Chamber of 
Commerce in London. The Manches- 
ter mills are ground down between 
the increased costs of production and 
the decreased purchasing power of 
their chief eastern markets. Wages 
in the cotton industry have been fixed 
to remain at the level until next Jan- 
uary and the manufacturers in de- 
fense of their own interests have fixed 
minimum prices for cotton yarns. 

The I'rench occupation ef the Ruhr, 
by Jessening the supplies of coal and 
cake, has given British coal producers 
a virtual monopoly of the fuel trade 
but the resulting hign prices have re- 
acted unfavorably on British iron and 
steel industries, whica cannot com- 
pete successfully with the low priced 
continental output. 

There is great act’vity in the eoal 
fields and new pits are being opened 
in south Wales. Cuoal is being mined 
at the rate of 58,000,000) tons per an- 
num as against an actual output of 
06.750,000 tons for the record year of 
1913. All available stocks of furnace 
coke are sent to continental iron 
masters, 

There is a brisk demand for cer- 
tain linen goods despite the tariff. 
The United States is also leading in 
orders for pottery. 

Unemployment is falling steadily. 
The cost of living in April declined 
slightly, reaching a figure 70 per cent 
above that of July, 1914.

COVINGTON MILLS 
EMPLOYEE SHOT; 
INJURIES SERIOUS

and hard times, and imagine that this 
section of the country is going to 
the “bow-wows,” if we would only 
open our eyes and look around us, 
and see just what is going on. 

This section of the country, pare 
ticularly this county, is just now 
finding a-new industry, one that has 
promise of taking the front, yes, go 
ahead of- the tobacco, yea even the 
boll weevil cotton industry, one time 
king of the sunny south, recently re- 
linguishing the throne in Coffee coune- 
ty to the tebacco weed. We refer 
to the trucking industry, and par- 
ticularly right now, the cucumber 
crop. 

Lut what we are getting at is that 
Douglas and Coffee, county has at ¥y 
this time in operation a_ packing ¥ 
house and market conducted by John 
M,. Hall, Jr., and assisted by two ex- 
pert truck men, Ed L. Knight and 
Bb. L. Sloan, together with several 
packers, all of this being located in 
the little red warehouse down in to- 
bacco row. This concern is. right 
now in the midst of grading, packing 
and shipping cucumbers to the north- 
ern and eastern markets. 

Planned Weeks Ago. 

Right here, we doubt if many peo- 
ple knew that plans were made many 
weeks ago for the operation of this 
industry at this time. Over seventy 
acres of cucumbers have been grown 
in Coffee county for this packing 
house, all of the planting, growing, 
cultivating and gathering being done 
under the supervision of Mr. Hall and 
his experts. ‘This is Mr, Hall’s see- 
ond season, last fall about thirty-five 
acres of cucumbers being planted and 
shipped through him to northern mar- 
kets, 

Every grower of “cukes” last fall 
made money, and every grower this 
season will make money,‘and Mr. Hall 
says he expects to have at least 200 
acres of “‘cukes” planted for next 
season and 150 acres of English peas, 
all of which will be marketed through 
his connections here at Douglas.. 

A representative of The Constitu- 
tion paid the packing house of Mr. 
Hall a visit recently, and learned 
first-hand just what is being done in 
this line, what was done last fall, and 
what the future holds for this great 
industry. , 

It sounds like a fairy tale—we 
mean the possibilities in store for this 
section of Georgia in this line. 

This land is especially adapted for 
this industry. It has been tested by 
experts and pronounced the very grade 
of soil for the successful growing of 
cucumbers, 

But few people knew that there 
was such a market for this produce. 
The same demand for “cukes” exists 
in the north and east, as for celery, 
strawberries and other truck, 

Season Is Short. 


The season for marketing ecucum- 
bres is so short that work has to go 
on fast when the time comes. Twe 
days’ delay in getting them to the 
market makes a tremendous difference 
in the price. The season lasts for 
three weeks, and Douglas is right now 
in the first week. 

The “cukes’ are brought to the 
packing house by the grower, dumped 
on the floor, when the experts begin 
to grade, and then they are packed 
in hampers, and shipped. The grow- 
er gets his money usually in two days. 

No “cukes” are accepted except 
those grown. under the supervision of 
Mr. Hall and his experts. ‘He fur- 
nishes the seed, teMs them when to 
plant, how to cultivate, when to mar- 
ket and everything from planting 
time until the “enke” is brought to 
the packing house is under his super- 
Visino. 

The cultivation is rapid, the best of 
fertilizer must be used, and planting 
for the spring season begins about 
February 25. It costs about $75 per 
acre to grow, cultivate, gather and de- 
liver, An acre will usually make about 
200 hampers. 

_ Last year the general average price 
in the United States was $1.04 per 
hamper. In Coffee county last fall, 
the first attempt here, the average per 
hamper was $05.25, and when you 
figure 250 hampers per acre, the nat 
total is enormous; in fact, a few good 
crops would put Coffee county farm- 
ers on their feet, and In a few years 
make this section among the richest 
anywhere. 
The majority of “cukes” now be 
ing broughtin are from the third plant 
ing. Several growers will begin max 
keting from the fifth planting next 
week, The fall season for “ecukes” 
begins with the planting about Sep- 
tember 20, and the marketing follows 
about October 15, or until frost. Mr. 
Hall has already shipped three ecar- 
loads from Douglas, and expects to 
ship twelve more carloads before the 
Season is over. 

; Net Large Sum. 

This season's cucumber crop in Cof- 
fee county is going to net the growers 
a little over $100,000. Can you beat 
it? These figures are based on last 
fall’s. sales and what has been market- 
ed to date. Mr. Hall has connections 
with eastern markets, and through 
these connections he is able to finance 
the crop, furnish the grower expert ad- 
vice and finally a market for every 
one planted under his instructions, He 
does not buy from any one not ip his 
association. An association of expert 
srowers has already been organized in 
Coffee county. 

Mr. Hall will follow the cucumber 
ra adie WHA the English , pea, then 

v8 the beet crop. He expects to 
develop these crops as he is now do- 
ing the cucumber crop. This soi! is 
just what it takes for these crops, and 
a8 we repeated in the first part of this 
article, why the blues? We will make 
some cotton, some tobacco and make 
up for it in trucking, but best of all 
the possibilities for making Coffee 
county a trucking section to be known 
far and wide is with us, what will we 
do with it?

Little Confidence Placed in 
Assertions That Enforce- 
ment Is Sufficient. 


BY LOUIS SEIBOLD. 
Washington, June 2.—(Special.)— 
Outside of the prohibition enforce- 
ment department there is little con- 
fidence placed in the assertions of the 
Anti-Saloon. league and other volun- 


tary cry organizations that federal and 
state enforcement measures are either 
satisfactory or efficient. The opti- 
mistie views reflected in the state- 
ments issued by the prohibition com- 
missioner are consistently discounted 
by every other department of the gov- 
ernment. Reports to these depart- 
ments and the opinions expressed by 
some of the most important officials 
tell a story quite different from that 
daily repeated by the prohibition de- 
partment. 

In their official comments regard- 
ing the methods employed by Mr. 
Haynes there is no disposition to 
find fault with either his fitness for 
the admittedly difficult task of drying 
up the country or the moral soundness 
of his reasons for asserting the effi- 
cacy of the policy he has adopted. 


Bootleggers More Efficient. 


The fact is the enforcement depart- 
ment is doing everything in its pow- 
er to shut off the supply of liquor 
from all sources. The trouble is that 
the devious methods for defeating it 
nre .aore numerous and far more ef*:- 
cient than the plans for enforcing the 
dry law. The prohibition department 
is practically in conflict with every 
other bureau of the government, par- 
ticularly the treasury, which is sup- 
nosed to exercise direct control over 
its nndertakings.

There is pronounced divergence of 
opinions between Mr. Haynes and the 
more important heads of other depart- 
ments of the government over every 
feature of the enforcement program 
in one form or another. 

Dry Bulletins and Wet Facts. 

Mr. Haynes contends that his meth- 
ods are most satisfactory. Bulle- 
tins issued by his department assert 
that the country is becoming dryer 
and dryer every day; that the govern- 
ment will be justified in rigidly en- 
forcing the Volstead act, regardless of 
the protests of foreign. powers on 
friendly terms with the United States. 

On the first point there is a marked 
dissent of official view supported by 
unofficial information that at no pre- 
vious period in the three years of 
history of the dry law has it been 
so widely and flagrantly violated as 
at Prope 

Yfficials of the federal enforcement 
deca privately admit this, They 
say bootlegging machinery has been 
perfected to a point far more efficient 


than the more slowly developed proc- 
ess of enforcement. The volume of 
liquor finding its way over the Cana- 
dian and Mexican borders’ and 
through sequestered sea lanes is es- 
timated to be larger than at any pe- 
riod to date. 

Reliable newspaper chronicles print- 
ed in several parts of the country 
clearly reveal the growth and ex- 
istence of lawless agencies operating 
along highly systematic and highly 
ingenuous lines to flood the country 
with liquor. 

Supply Exceeding Demand. 

Some of these newspaper accounts 
show that the volume of the liquor 
supply is in some instances actually 
greater than the current demand and 
is indicated by the slump in the quota- 
tions of prices. Supplemented by offi- 
cial admissions that the federal ma- 
chinery is inadequate to close up the 
hidden sources of supply, newspaper’ 
accounts of systematic and unrelent- 
ing violations are causing deep con- 
cern to important officials. 


The amazing growth of the boot- 
legging industry along the Atlantic 
seaboard, in some of the Gulf States, 
on the Pacific Coast and in those 
States contiguous to the Canadian bor- 
der is not open to question, according 
to some of the enforcement officials 
themselves, 

When the Federal Prohibition pol- 
iey was put into effect in January, 
1920, there were 177,790-legally licen- 
in this country. These 
were gupplied by the Anti- 
Saloon league. Mr. Wheeler, the head 
of that organization, estimated that 
“not more than one out of every 
fen men formerly engaged in the sale 
of liquor is so engaged to-day.” 

He explained, however, that there 
was no way of accurately estimating 
the number of bootleggers violating 
the law. He said such information 
was obviously more or less misleading. 

“If you sent out a committee of 
churchmen,” he said, “they probably 
would not find any bootleggers.” 
Court records and reports to the 
department of justice do not agree 
with the eontention of the Anti-Sa- 
loon league leader. Unofficial esti- 
mates have placed the number of men 
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bootlegging as high as 300,000 in the 
country. 

Whether this figure is even approxi- 
mately correct is a mattter of opinion. 
Competent unofficial authorities in 
Washington assert that there are from 
1,000 to 4,000 bootleggers plying their 
trade within three miles of the Na- 
tional capitol. Mr. Wheeler said he 
did not believe there were 300, 

An official of the Federal Enforce- 
ment bureau who has been looking 
into the matter privately furnished 
the estimate that “more than 25,000 
men are bootlegging in New York city 
alone.” He also disclosed the inter- 
esting detail that an entirely new in- 
dustry has grown out of the boot- 
legging business. He cited geveral 
cases to show that the personel of 
the more powerful and prosperous 
bootlegging combinations includes a 
man who shoulders the responsibility 
for violations and serves jail sen- 
tences resulting from it, 

President Harding has indicated his 
purpose to bring about better team 
work between the Federal and the 
state governments. His initial move 
was to convene a conference of gov- 
ernors to decide on a@ more satisfac- 
tory plan than that which existed 
then and continues to-day. 

Sixteen governors attended that 
conference and adjourned with the 
understanding that the president 
would call another e¢onsultation to 
consider a program which the gov- 
ernment was preparing to meet the 
situation.

If 
he can contrive to bring France and 
Germany together, if he can promote 
a business settlement of reparation 
and the Ruhr—and he is m business 
man, the man, be it recalled, who 
negotiated the settlement of the Anglo- 
American debt question—then his 
pathway should run smoothly for a 
long time. 

Yet, the settlement of the Franco- 
German problem is perhaps the most 
difficult outstanding task in the world 
today. And Baldwin's foreign 
influnece must be handicapped by 
his domestic situation. In any set- 
tlement promoted by the British there 
will have to be very great British 
concessions, the largest of which re- 
lates to the abandonment by the Brit- 
ish of the larger part of their share 
in reparations, based upon their ex- 
penditures for war pensions, the next, 
to the scaling down of the debts owed 
by the continental allies of the British. 

Any such concessions, however, 
would offer a shining target for pre- 
cisely the kind of attack Lloyd George 
makes best. Be it remembered he 
criticised the debt settlement Baldwin 
made in Washington as unfair, and 
always clung to the notion that in the 
end the United States would cancel 
the British debt; that he was respon- 
sible for the Balfour note which enun- 
clated the principle that Europe must 
pay Britain as much as Britain paid 
America, and that finally it was he 
who managed with Smuts 4o get war 
pensioners included in reparations at 
the Paris conference, and thus swelled 
the total to impossible dimensions. 

Terribly burdened with taxation, 
faced with domestic problems of un- 
employment, the British people are 
likely to give a hearing to so adroit a 
speaker as George, if he attacks any 
scheme which even appears to increase 
British burdens and relieve otber na- 
tions, notably France. 

Nevertheless, Baldwin must strive 
for a Franco-German settlement and, 
on the whole, will probably have to 
take a more active course than did 
Bonar Law, as British opinion is 
growing more restive daily at British 
quiescence. Yet, British influence to 
bring about a settlement is handi- 
capped exactly like American. As 
long as we insist upon payment by 
Germany’s creditors of what they owe 
us, or with enough only to pay us, 
and let their costs of reconstruction 
go hang. We cannot advise it, all we 
can do is to sit still and keep still. 


Nor is the British situation much 
different. Short of going fo war on 
behalf of Germany, which is, of course, 
unthinkable, all they can do is to pro- 
pose reductions in reparations, accom- 
panied by scaling down of what their 
allies owe them. In addition, there is 
the matter of security. On this score 
they can do nothing save as they are 
ready to give guarantees that in case 
Germany is evacuated and behaves 
badly, British armies will join French 
and Belgian on the continent. And 
there is profound hostility to all such 
engagements in England at the mo- 
ment. 

Baldwin, like Bonar Law, is com- 
mitted to the preservation of the 
Anglo-French entente; Lloyd George 
or McDonald would break it at once, 
by endeavoring to use it as &@ means 
of coercion, but as such, it no longer 
can be used, and a return of Lloyd 
George to power would mean, if not 
an open rupture with France, at least 
a period of almost unequalled Anglo- 
French bitterness.

HAL the day was beza?iful, that 
the harvest of the west had been

This was Startling, as the object 


was one which scientists the world over 


admitted could not conduct rays of light.

pleasure, The earliest records show that 
it was not used personally, but in sacri- 
ficial rites, to excite the senses of religious 
enthusiasts present, and, to conceal the 
odor of burning flesh, For some time 
it was considered sacrilegious to use the 
fragrant essences on the person; but little 
by little this wall was broken down. At 
first it was permitted to anoint the bodies 
of the dead, especially with myrrh and 
aloes. Then the living were sometimes 
anointed. And at last the prejudice gave 
way entirely, and a riot of scent spread 
throughout the Greek and Roman empires. 

An authority gives the ingredients of 
the sacred oil with which Mary anointed 
the head and body of the Lord. It was 
composed of myrrh, cassia, cinnamon, 
and sweet calamas, mixed in olive oil. We 
see from this that there was a confusion 
in early days between the essences that 
we now consider flavoring extracts, for 
use in food, and those that we regard 
as perfumes, Strictly speaking. Our later 
civilization has differentiated with great 
nicety between those appealing to the 
sense of taste and to the sense of smell. 

While the Greeks and Romans 
lourishing, took to perfumes and 
cosmetics as they did to every esthetic 
Probably the fact that an earlier 
period had forbidden the personal use of 
them, once the rule was 
a great excess. The 
Greeks kept their clothes in scented chests, 
and it is highly probable that the scents 
far less delicate than our orris 
sachet of the present. Strong scents did 
not cloy these early-day peoples. 

At their banquets, perfumes ran_ riot 
through the banquet halls. There were 
bags filed with aromatics that swung 
above their heads while they feasted. Some 
of us, by the way, can recall a time when 
we purchased at church bazaars or had 
given to us for Christmas a bunch of tin 
sachet bags hung on ribbons and destined 
to be tied to the chandelier and bumped 
by every passing adult. They were dread 
ful but frequent. This was no doubt a 
revival of early Greek custom, even though 
we didn’t know it. 

The ancients also crowned themselves 
with roses, and drank wine strongly flav 
ored with roses and violets. 1 don't sas 
that we should refuse such a concoction to 
day, even though other flavors are ou 
preference. There’s a_proverb about beg 
gars not being choosers, of course.

He was a combination head waiter and 
bouncer, and if you got rough he could be 
as unhospitable as he was cordial.

it was baked for some hours. The process 
consumed about a week of constant work 
Phe dried head was then hung up for a time 
in a basket of pandanus fiber, and finally 
it was exhibited in the owner's hut or in 
a ceremonial house. 

The people of Tomman do not go on 
head-raids as do the men of Borneo. But 
if they kill an enemy, they hang his head 
up at home to frighten off the evil spirits. 
The heads of enemies are roughly covered 
with clay and hastily and carelessly cured, 
but those of relatives are more scientifical- 
ly treated, for they are to be cherished 
the family portrait gallery. While the na- 
tives of Tomman do not produce works 
of art comparable to the heads treated by 
the Maoris of New Zealand, the results of 
their handiwork show a certain dignity and 
beauty. One forgets that the heads were 
once those of living men, for they are de- 
humanized and like sculptures The na- 
tives not only brought out heads and 
bodies for us to photograph, but in ex 
change for a supply of tobacco permitted 
ine to make a flashlight picture of a big 
ceremonial hut containing about fifty heads 


and fifteen mummified bodies. 
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their upper front teeth were missing— 
Knocked out by their husbands as part of 
marriage ceremony; the gap being the 
substitute for a wedding ring. 

When we went back to the ship at sun- 
Set, the old man was still doing his solitary 
dance in front of the devil-devil. In the 
iInorning, when we returned to the village, 
he was already at it, one foot up, one foot 
down.

come to visit his youth of the empire, dy- 


ing in heaps in defense of their race and 
tradition, as they truly believed and as, 
indeed, was so, whatever the wickedness 
and folly that led to that massacre, on the 
part of statesmen of all countries who did 
not forsee and prevent the world conflict. 

On his first visit the king was not al- 
lowed to get anywhere near the firing line, 
but was restricted to base areas and hospt- 
tals and convalescent camps, and distant 
views of the battlefields. On his second 
visit, he insisted upon going far forward, 
and would not be deterred by the generals, 
who, naturally, were intensely anxious for 
his safety. 


ITH another war correspondent— 

Percival Phillips, I think—-went with 
the king over the Vimy Ridge where there 
was always, at that time the chance of 
meeting a German shell, and to the top of 
“Whitesheet Hill,”’ which was a very warm 
place indeed a few days after the battle 
which captured it. The Prince of Wales 
was with his father, and by that time well 
hardened to the noise of guns and shell 
bursts. To the king it was all new, but he 
was perfectly at ease and lingered, far too 
long, as the generals thought, among the 
ruins of a convent, reduced to the size of 
a slag-heap, on the top of the hill look- 
ing over the German lines. As though they 
were aware of his visit, the Germans put 


down a very stiff dose. of.five-point-nines 
on the very spot where the king had been 
standing, but a few minutes too late, be- 
cause he had just descended the slope of 
the hill and was examining one of the mon- 
ster mine craters which we had blown at 
the beginning of the battle. He was there 
for ten minutes or so, and had hardly 
moved away before the Germans had 
lengthened their range and laid down har- 
assing fire around the crater. The king ad- 
justed his steel hat, and laughed, while the 
Prince of Wales strolled about, looking 
rather bored. 

The prince did a real job out there, and 
though, as an officer of the “Q” side of 
the guards, he was not supposed to go 
into the danger zone, he was constantly in 
forward places which were not what the 
Tommies called “health resorts,” I met 
him one day going into Vermelles, which 
was a very ugly place indeed, with death 
on the prowl amid its ruins, -He and a 
divisional general left their car on the side 
of the ruins while they walked forward, 
and, on their return, found that their poor 
chauffeur had had his head blown off. 

Another time when the king saw a little 
of the “real thing’ was when he visited 
the guards in their camp behind the lines 
near Pilken. Their headquarters was in an 
old monastery, and the king and the offi- 
cers took tea in the garden, while the band 
of the Grenadiers played selections from 
Gilbert and Sullivan. 1 remember it was 
when they were playing ‘Dear Little But. 
tercup” that three German aeroplames came 
overhead, flying very low. To our imagi- 
nation they seemed to be searching for the 
king, and we expected at any moment 
they would unload their bombs upon his 
tea table and his body. Our anti-aircraft 
guns immediately opened fire, and there 
was a Shrieking of three-inch shells until 
the blue sky was all dappled with the white 
puffs of the “Archies.” The enemy planes 
circled round, had a good look, and then 
flew away without dropping a bomb, much 
to our relief, for one good-sized bomb 
would have made a horrible mess in the 
guards’ camp, and might have killed the 
king. 

That afternoon I was trapped into a lit- 
tle conspiracy against the king by the old 
abbot of the monastery. He was immense- 
ly anxious for the king to sign the visi- 
tors’ book, but the officers put the old man 
off by various excuses, Feeling sorry for 
his disappointment, |] promised to Say a 
word to the king’s aid-de-camp, and ad- 
vised the old gentleman to intercept the 
king down the only path he could use on 
his way out, carrying that great leather 
book, and a pen and ink, so that there 
would be no escape. This little plot suc- 
ceeded, to the huge delight of the abbot, 
and the monks who afterward gave me their 
united blessings. 

On the king's first visit to the army in 
France, a most unfortunate accidentt hap 
pened to him, which was very painful and 
serious, He was reviewing the brigade of 
guards on a road out of Bethune, mount- 
ed on a horse which ought to have been 
proof against all the noise of military ma 
neuvers.

On the following day | saw him taken 
away in an ambulance, like an ordinary 
casualty, and no soldiers in the little old 
town of Bethune knew that it was the king 
of England who was passing by. 

Before the end of his second visit, the 
king received the five war correspondents 
who had followed the fortunes of the Brit- 
ish armies in France through all their 
great battles, and he spoke kind words to 
us which we were glad to hear. 

Looking back on my career as a jour- 
nalist, | know that I would not change for 
any other. Fleet street, which i called in 
a novel The Street of Adventure, is still 
my home, and to its pavement my feet 
turn again from whatever part of the world 
1 return. 

When | first entered the street, twenty 
years ago, alas! the social status of press 
men was much lower than at present 
when the pendulum has swung the other 
way so that newspaper proprietors 
wear coronets, the. purlieus. of 
street are infested with barons and baro- 
nets, and even reporters have been knight- 
ed by the king. In my early days a jour- 
nalist did not often get nearer to a cabinet 
minister than the hall porter of his office. 
It was partly his own fault, or at least, the 
fault of those who paid him miserably, be- 
cause the old-time reporter—before North- 
cliffe, who was then Harmsworth, revised 
his salary and his status—was often an ill- 
dressed fellow, conscious of his own social 
inferiority, cringing in his manner to the 
great, and content to slink round to the 
back doors of life, rather than boldly as- 


sault the front-door knocker. Having a 
good conceit of myself and a_ Sensitive 
pride, | received many hard knocks and 


humiliations which, 
for my soul, 

I resented the insolence of society wom- 
en | was sent to interview. Even now | 
remember with humiliation a_ certain 
Duchess who demanded that, in return for 
a ticket to her theatrical entertainment, 
I should submit my “copy” to her before 
Sending it to the paper. Weakly, 1 agreed, 
for my annoyance was exrteme when an 
insolent footman demanded my article and 
carried it on a Silver. salver, at some dis- 
tance from his liveried body, lest he should 
be contaminated by so vile a thing, to her 
grace and her fair daughters in an adjoin- 
ing room, I heard them reading it, and 
their mocking laughter ....1 raged at 
the haughty arrogance of young govern- 
ment officials who treated me as ‘one of 
those damned fellows on the press.” | 
laughed bitterly and Savagely at a certain 
mayor of Bournemouth who revealed in 
one Simple sentence (which he thought was 
kind) the attitude of public opinion toward 
the press which it despised—and feared. 

“You know,” he told mein a moment of 
candor, “Il always treat journalists as 
though they were gentlemen.’ 

For some time I disliked all mayors be- 
cause of that confession, and a vear or 
two later, when conditions were changing, 
l was able to take a jovous revenge from 
one of them, who was the mavor of Lim- 
erick, He did not even treat journalists 
as though they were ruffians who ought to 
be thrust into the outer darkness. |

I ac_ompanied 
him to see the fun, but regretted when, 
without challenge, we stood, surrounded by 
princes and peers of Ireland, at the top of 
the gangway up which the king was to 
come. I think they put down my friend 
the skipper as the hing’s private detective. 
He wore a blue reefer coat and a bowler 
hat with a curly brim. By good luck I was 
in a tall hat and morning suit, like the 
rest of the company. Presently the king 
came, in a little pageant of state carriages 
with outriders in scarlet and gold, and 
then, with his gentlemen, he ascended the 
gangway, Shaking hands with alf who were 
assembled on the stairs. The skipper, who 
was a great patriot, and loved King Ed- 
ward as a “regular fellow,” betrayed him- 
self by the warmth of his greeting. Grasp- 
ing the king’s hand in a sailorman’s grip, 
he shook it long and ardently, and ex- 
pressed the hope that his majesty was quite 
well. 

King Edward was startled by this uncon- 
ventional welcome, and a few moments la- 
ter, after some whispered words, one of 


his equerries touched the skipper on the 
Shoulder and requested him politely to seek 
some other place. I basely abandoned my 
colleague, and betrayed no kind of acquain- 
tance with him, but held to the advan- 
tage of my tall hat, and spent an interesting 
morning listening to King Edward’s conver- 
Sation with the Irish gentry. Prince Ar- 
thur, of Connaught, was there, and 1 re- 
member that King Edward clapped him on 
the back and chaffed him because he had 
not yet found a wife. ‘“‘It's time you got 
married, young fellow,” said his illustrious 
uncle.

[ remember being jerked off to a ship- 
wreck on the Cornish coast in a tall hat

A colleague of mine who specialized in 
dramatic criticism was suddenly ordered 
to write a bright article about a garden 
party at Buckingham palace. Unfortunately 
he had come down to the office that morn- 
ing in a blue serge suit and straw hat, which 
is not the costume worn on such occasions, 
One of the king’s gentlemen, more con- 
cerned, I am sure, than the king, at this 
breach of etiquette, requested him to con- 
ceal himself behind a tree. 

The Duke of Orleans could not abide 
journalists, and strict orders were given 
that none should be admitted before the 
wedding in a pasteboard chapel, still being 
tacked up and painted to represent a royal 
and ancient chapel on the eve of the cere- 
mony. 

For fear of: anarchists and journalists a 
considerable body of police and detectives 
had been engaged to hold three miles of 
road to Wood Norton and guard the gates. 
But I was under instructions to describe the 
preparations and the arrival of all the 
princes and princesses of the Bourbon 
blood who were assembling from many 
countries of Europe. With this innocent 
purpose, I hired a respectable-looking car- 
riage at the livery stables of Evesham, and 
drove out to Wood Norton.

I drove 
back in the dark, saluted by all the police- 
men on the way, and wrote a description 
of what I had seen, to the great surprise 
of my friends and rivals. 

Next day I attended the wedding, and 
saw the strange assembly of the old blood 
royal of France and Spain and Austria. 
One of the Bourbon princes came from 
some distant part of the slaw world, and, in 
a heavy fur coat reaching to his heels, a 
fur cap drawn over his ears, a gold chain 
round his neck, and rings, not only on all 
his fingers, but on his thumbs as well, 
looked like a bear who had robbed the iew- 
elers’ shops in Bond street.

A Bible Talk :: 


N the Old Testament character of 
Nehemiah we have a great lay- 
man who, called to an important 
task, shows us what one can do 
when he is entrusted with a work 
of moment. 

Nehemiah was a man with a 

1essage: he illustrates the com- 
pelling power of one whose heart is gtlame 
with a high purpos and a holy zeal. 

He was not a noted scholar, neither did 
he occupy an exalted position. He was 
cupbearer to the king. 

Such -a position, while honorable, was 
neither important nor influential. It brought 
him into intimate acquaintance with the 
ruler and gave an opportunity for the cul- 
tivation of confidence, but a cupbearer does 
not hold the rank of an advisor and in this 
case the servant was separated from his 
master by a race barrier that reduced to a 
minimum the influence that he could exert. 

Because of his handicap Nehemiah’s 
achievements were the more remarkable. 
The securing of the opportunity to do 
came before the doing. His brother, Han- 
1 Jerusalem and brought back 
a Sad account of conditions there 

The walls broken down and the 
city was unprotected from the robbers that 
infested the surrounding territory—also 
from any attacks that. might be made in 
the form of war. The temple had been re 
built. hut the defense of the citv had not 
been restored.

If we could trace the chain back we 
would find a succession of links, each one 
necessary to tre chain. Hanani’s relation- 
Ship to Nehemiah was a link and we do not 
know how many links there were to ex- 
plain his trip to Jerusalem and his survey 
of the broken walls. 

When the final account is opened we 
shall find an innumerable number of ob- 
Scure and unknown copartners in the great 
auchievemets of those who are known to his- 
tory, some of whom may deserve as much 
credit for what is done as those upon whom 
the light of publicity is turned. 

it is this possibility that should inspire 
each of us to do our duty as it is re- 
vealed to us without stopping to inquire 
whether or when, we shall receive our 
Share of the credit. We are not able to 
estimate in the beginning the magnitude of 
any great work; things that look verv 
small at the start may grow to enormous 
proportions.

If Nehemiah had gone for advice to any 
one who was not sympathetic with his pur- 
pose, he would have been discouraged. 
“Dont think of it,’ is the advice of the 
unconcerned. “Imposstble,”? exclaim those 
of little faith,

Nehemiah had the courage to restrain the 
greed of those who sought to take advan- 
tage of the workmen while they worked. 
We need a few Nehemiahs today to pro- 
tect the public from the profiteers who 
prey upon the people. 

The public enemies of today séem more 
hardened than in the days of Nehemiah and 
may have to be restrained by law, whereas 
the profiteers of that time were persuaded 
by Nehemiah’s eloquence. 

When Nehemiah found that enemies 
threatened to interfere with the work, he 
appointed some to guard while the others 
worked. We find the same division today; 
some devote their whole time to religious 
work while others guard them from the 
menace of wait. Some go into home and 
foreign mission fields and carry the light 


of the Gospel to those who sit in the dark-.- 


ness, while others stay at home and make 
the money necessary to support missions.

Most fat women feel.that they must al- 
ways wear Straight hanging, close-fitting 
skirts, sometimes draped skirts. When 
fringe was in fashion they seemed to think 
that heavy, long fringe over a skirt helped 
solve their problems. The makers of 
frocks specially designed for fat women 
seem to hold to the slenderizing effect of 
the straight clinging skirt for the fat wom- 
en; or at least they realize that this is the 
sort of skirt that the fat woman will al- 
most always Select. 


j UT the fact is that sometimes  over- 
large hips are best concealéd by a 
skirt that hides their lines. One  dress- 


maker Who has studied the matter from 
many years’ experience advises even wear- 
ing skirts that are wired out or stiffened 
Slightly at the hips, or that have some sort 
of ornamental hips belt of swathed material, 
with a fairly full skirt of soft clinging ma- 
terial hanging below. 

A well-known English atcress who has 
very substantial hips makes it a rule al- 
wavs to wear frocks of the bouffant type. 
No one not in the secret guesses how much 
of the breadth of the bouffant skirts is 
real and how much artifictal. 

One rule you should make—and that is 
to test by actual appearances any theories 
you may have on the subject of camouflage 
for the plump. Let your mirror help you, 
and take the advice ofthose who know you 
best Often there is the temptation to 
wear what you think makes you look most 
Slender—scorning the suggestion of sister, 
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husband, friend and others, who © really 
have a better Opportunity to judge than 
you have yourself. Because one Style 
suits another stout woman is no proof that 
it will Suit you. 


Fat at the top of the arms is one of the 
features of over plumpness that is most 
distressing. Sleeveless frocks should be 
religiouSly avoided. Tight sleeves are also 
better left alone. For afternoon or evening 
long wide draperies hanging from the shoul- 
ders are an excellent selection. The drap- 
ery should be closed a little way down the 
shoulder so as to veil the shoulder fat. 

For day frocks full sleeves of soft ma- 
terial are well selected. Many fat women 
have very graceful wrists and when this is 
the case you can make the most of them 
by wearing long sleeves carefully arranged 
at the wrists. It is also true that many 
stout women have pretty hands. Perhaps 
it is true that the majority of over-weight 
women have a streak of indolence in their 
make up, and this physical indolence is 
certainly conducive to the possession and 
retention of pretty hands. 

A full bust is a feature that gives fat 
women more distress now than ever be- 
fore. There is so little fulness in the 
bodice of the fashionable frock that it is 
extremely difficult to camouflage too much 
weight here. The corset should be very 
low but substantially built, and the brais- 
Siere Should be firm, but not tight enough 
to causee bulging above the bust or under 
the arms. Having produced the right foun- 
dation, then choose a type of frock that 
pouches loosely at the back. This is usu- 
ally more satisfactory than the straight line 
from shoulder to hips on a stout woman. 
The waistline should be low, but never ex- 
tremely so, as this tends to shorten the 
leneth of the skirt. 


oe Stout women have been slow. to 
take advantage of the lengthened skirt, 
but this is a great mistake.

Tasch poi wash day may Ry robbed 
of much of its terror if you take 
a litthe pains to have equipment 
in readiness. 

On Saturday look about and see 
that vou have plenty of sap, 
bluing. starch, if vou use it, and 
all other supplies needed tor the 
actual washing. If you use a washing ma 
chine see that it fs oiled so that it will 
be in good working order on Monday. 
Don’t put this off and then when you go 
to.oil it on Monday find that the oil can is 
empty 


There is always distinct advantage to 
be gained for having all non-wool and non- 
colored clothes soaking over night. This 
is one reason why some people preter not 
to have a Monday wash day, for it is not 
usually convenient to put clothes to soak 
on Sundav night. Sometimes, Sunday is 
the best day of the week to have clothes 
“picked up” for washing. Members of the 
family who are uSually away in the day time 
find time on Sunday to wet everything ready 
for the wash. 

Table linen and bed linen for washing 
Should always be assembled before. Monday. 
Every minute of the morning of wash day 
IS precious, because it 1s always desirable 
to have clothes out in time to be dried 
thoroughly by the sun, and if you have 
more clothes than your lines will carry at 
once it is well to have the first load ready 
early in the morning to catch the first 
brivht sun of the day

gualitv of gingham, for the better qualities 
are beund to wash better than the cheap 
ones.
